CURRENT COMMENTS 


The Thirty-Sixth Annual Meeting 

Bernita J. Lona, Law Librarian of the University of Illinois, was named 
President-elect. for 1942-43 of the American Association of Law Libraries at 
its 36th Annual Meeting in the Chamberlin Hotel at Old Point Comfort, Vir- 
ginia, June 27-30, 1941. Sidney B. Hill, Assistant Librarian, Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York, elected at the Toronto meeting, automatically 
assumed the presidency for 1941-42, sueceeding Lewis W. Morse, Law Librarian, 
Cornell University, who headed the Association with distinction during 1940-41. 
Other officers elected include: Executive Secretary and Treasurer, Helen New- 
man, Law Librarian, The George Washington University, and Executive Com- 
mittee members, Jean Ashman, Law Librarian, Indiana University, B. Bernard 
Druker, Law Librarian, Iowa State Law Library, Layton B. Register, Law 
Librarian, Biddle Law Library of the University of Pennsylvania, and the 
retiring President, Mr. Morse. 

Meeting in historic Tidewater Virginia, where the traditions of democracy 
and freedom first took root in the new world and where today there is vital 
activity in all phases of national defense, the delegates to the annual meeting 
heard Pelham Barr, Director of the Library Binding Institute, make this 
appropriate and timely statement in his address on “The Conservation of Law 
Libraries”’: 

“In its very nature, the law, as an institution of democracy, is based on prece- 
dent and is therefore dependent on the records of the past. 

“Therefore, in the case of law libraries, the need for preservation isn’t merely a 
matter of degree—it isn’t simply that conservation is more important in law libraries 
than in others. From its very nature, the law library must preserve its collection in 
an entirely different spirit from that in any other kind of library. The law library 
is, of course, a service agency, but in a democracy its functions as a repository and 
& preserver are just as essential. In the totalitarian states, where the law is the 
whim of the dictators and justice is dispensed by men in colored shirts who create 
their precedents on the spur of the moment, law libraries become museums. Such 
libraries preserve law books as quaint antiques—not as the record of the living spirit 
of the people.” 


Guest speakers, in addition to Mr. Barr, included Mrs. John Garland Pol- 
lard, Secretary for Membership of the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, J. Vaughan 
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Gary, President of the Richmond Bar Association, and Miss Lena Keller, Cata- 
loger of the New York County Lawyers’ Association. The complete proceed- 
ings of the meeting, together with all addresses, papers, and reports, will be 
published in the September 1941 number of the Law Lisrary JouRNAL.

Introduction 


HE BASIS of this list is the collection of laws of the Indian tribes now 

in the Library of the Harvard Law School. A few bibliographies have been 
consulted, but printed bibliographical material in this field seems to be very 
meager; at least it is widely scattered. Use has been made of Library of Con- 
gress catalog cards and valuable aid has been obtained from Miss Ethel M. 
Turner, Legislative Reference Librarian of the Massachusetts State Library; 
Mrs. Dolores 8. Muller of the New York Public Library; Miss Margurete 
McGuire, Librarian of the Oklahoma Historical Society; Mr. Matthew A. 
MeKavitt, Librarian of the Department of Justice; Mr. George B. Utley, 
Librarian of the Newberry Library in Chicago; Mr. Stanley A. Clark of Mus- 
kogee, Oklahoma, and others, which is gratefully acknowledged. I wish par- 
ticularly to acknowledge the invaluable cooperation of my former colleague 
here, Mr. Francis X. Dwyer, now with the Law Library of Congress, and to 
thank Miss Jessie Bell MacKenzie and Miss E. Althea Beland of our library 
staff who have done most of the work. 

The list is arranged in two sections; first, the session laws in tabular form; 
second, transcripts of title pages of items found. In the sessional tables all ses- 
sions of law making bodies, at which laws are known to have been passed, 
have been included. Where no paging is given, the printed sessional volume 
(if it exists) has not been located. Only when an item is lacking in the Harvard 
Law School Library has a note been added to indicate where the volume or 
title was found. 

The recent charters and constitutions of the Indian tribes approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior in accordance with the provisions of the Indian 
reorganization act, June 18, 1934, the Oklahoma Indian welfare act and the 
Alaska act are not included in this list. A large number of these have been 
published by the U. 8. Government Printing Office under the auspices of the 
Office of Indian Affairs at Washington. 

No attempt has been made to list acts of Congress affecting Indian tribes 
nor treaties made with the Indians. 

The compiler will be thankful for corrections or information in regard 
to omissions.

FIVE CIVILIZED TRIBES 
Notes 


“If credence is to be given tradition, the Choctaws, Chickasaws, Muskogees 
(Creeks) and Seminoles were many centuries ago one tribe, occupying the entire 
southeastern portion of the United States, from the Mississippi to the Savannah 
river. Internecine rebellions, engendered by factional quarrels and the jeal- 
ousies of ambitious chiefs, ultimately divided the great nation into four tribes, 
which, in the course of time, learned different dialects, customs and laws. The 
Seminoles claimed as their domain the peninsula country, now Florida; the 
Creeks, the region north of the Seminoles, comprising a part of eastern Alabama, 
Georgia, and perhaps part of South Carolina; the Chocktaws, a large portion 
of Alabama and the southern half of Mississippi; the Chickasaws, the lands 
to the north of the Choctaws, comprising northern Mississippi and a portion 
of west Tennessee. When DeSoto explored this region (1540), these tribes 
occupied the territory in the manner described.”

CHEROKEE NATION 


This group, the largest of the so-called “Five Civilized Tribes,” formerly 
occupied parts of the present states of North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee. Tribal government with an assembly of Chiefs and 
Warriors' was established as early as 1808. In 1827 a constitution was adopted 
and the legislative power vested in a Committee and Council “to be styled the 
General Council of the Cherokee Nation.” 

Owing to tribal dissensions, a part of the nation emigrated (in 1818) to 
lands west of the Mississippi, and upon the discovery of gold in Cherokee 
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territory in Georgia the white citizens insisted that the remainder of the tribe 
follow. By 1838 the whole nation had abandoned their eastern homes and 
relocated in what is now northeastern Oklahoma. An “Act of Union between 
the Eastern and Western Cherokees” was signed July 12, 1839, and a new 
eovernment established.®

CHICKASAW NATION 


One of the “Five Civilized Tribes.” This tribe, formerly located in Tennes- 
see, Alabama and Mississippi, migrated, in accordance with treaties with the 
United States dated Oct. 20, 1832 and May 24, 1834, and settled, with the Choc- 
taws, in eastern Oklahoma. ; 

By treaty between the Choctaws and Chickasaws, ratified Mar. 24, 1837, ‘the 
Chickasaws shall have the privilege of forming a district within the limits of 
their [the Choctaws’] country . . . to be called the Chickasaw district of the 
Choctaw Nation, to have an equal representation in their General Council and 
to be placed on an equal footing . . . with any of the other districts of said 
Nation.” 

By a treaty between the United States and the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
Indians signed June 22, 1855, the political connection between the two tribes was 
to be terminated upon the adoption of a constitution by the Chickasaws, and 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws “secured in the unrestricted right of self govern- 
ment ... within their respective limits.” 

If any laws were passed before the removal of the nation to the west of the 
Mississippi, they have not been found. During the period of union with the 
Choctaws there was, of course, no separate legislation. 

By the Constitution of 1856 the legislative power of the nation was vested 
in the “Legislature of the Chickasaw Nation” composed of a Senate and House 
of Representatives. The sessions were to be held annually “commencing on the 
first Monday in October,' in each and every year.”

CHOCTAW NATION 


One of the “Five Civilized Tribes.” Formerly located in the states of 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana. In accordance with various treaties of 
cession made with the United States (the last dated Sept. 27, 1830), these Indians 
finally settled in territory now a part of the state of Oklahoma. 

Before the removal of the tribe to Oklahoma legislative power had been 
exercised by a Council or Assembly, as Mr. Hargrett of Washington, D. C., has 


August 5, 1826 and continuing through August 26, 1828. 

Organized government in the west was apparently established by the consti- 
tution of 1834, but the text of this constitution has not been located.

CREEK (or MUSKOGEE) NATION 


This tribe, at one time located in Georgia and Alabama, after a disastrous 
war and a subsequent treaty of cession with the United States (in 1832), settled 


in Oklahoma where it became one of the “Five Civilized Tribes.” Its first con- 


stitution seems to date from 1867. 

By an early constitution (printed in the compilation of laws of 1880) “the 
law-making power of this nation shall be lodged in a Council,’ which shall 
consist of two houses: the House of Kings and the House of Warriors.”

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SENECA NATION 


“During the years 1847 and 1848 sundry laws for the Government of the 
Senecas, and the Indians of other nations residing with them on the Cattaraugus 
and Alleghany Reservations, were passed in public council, by the Chiefs and 
Warriors of the Seneca Nation. 

“It was also resolved in council, that these laws should be published in a 
printed form. Various hindrances occurring from time to time, delayed the 
preparation and printing of these laws until the Revolution which occurred in 
December 1848 had changed the form of Government. 

“At that time, however, it was decided that all the Laws in force previous to 
the change should still continue in full force, provided they did not conflict with 
the newly adopted Constitution. A resolution was also passed by the Councillors 
of the Seneca Nation in open session, that all the Laws then in force, and all 
which should be thenceforward enacted, should be printed in both the Seneca and 
English languages, and the Clerk was empowered to procure them to be translated 
and printed; and to issue orders on the Treasury for defraying the necessary 
expenses; and that so soon as he had procured the translating and printing of 
the former laws of the Chiefs, then they should begin to take effect; and that all 
laws passed by the Councillors should, in like manner, be laid open before all the 
people by publication. 

“T have thus briefly given my understanding of the matter as introductory 
to the following laws which the Clerk, in pursuance of the foregoing resolutions 
has procured to be translated and printed.” . . . S. W. McLane.

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BOOK REVIEW

Frederick Pollock, 1874-1932. Edited by Mark DeWolfe Howe, with an 
Introduction by John Gorham Palfrey. Cambridge: Harvard University 
Press, 1941. 2 vols. $7.50. 


It is seldom that the son of a distinguished father attains an equal distinc- 
tion or surpasses that of his father. But Oliver Wendell Holmes, the younger, 
Was an exception. So long as his father lived, the attainments of the son were 
partially outshadowed. For this reason, it was not until Justice Holmes had 
reached nearly the age of sixty that he came into his own. Even then, it was 
easy for some to refer to him as the son of the celebrated poet. Today, however, 
with the leveling of time, father and son can be seen more readily in their proper 
perspective, As Justice Holmes’ work continues to be studied and his letters 
are vouchsafed to us, he stands out as more brilliant than his father and as one 
of the great figures of his time. 

Those who knew the Justice testify to his great personal charm. In bearing 
le was tall, erect, mustached, with striking but pleasing features. He presented 
an air of serenity and confidence and was a welcome guest in any society whether 
men or women. He reveled in the society of the latter. He preferred the 
woman of the world with beauty and brains. But he did not suffer tuols gladly 
of either sex. As a conversationalist he had but few equals. He could hold his 
own in any company. All who knew him bear eloquent witness to this fact. 

As a writer he had the ability to clothe his thoughts in language of singular 
power, beauty, and lucidity. In comparison with his colleagues of the Supreme 
Court, he wrote with ease and made but few revisions. He possessed a style all 
his own. This he acquired at an early age, and from his writings there appears 
to have been no period of development. If one compares what he wrote, when 
scarcely thirty years of age, with that when he was sixty or ninety, he will find 
but little difference. He used a sentence or paragraph where others required a 
paragraph or page. In his opinions he rarely quoted others. He could always 
state a principle more succinctly than his colleagues or predecessors. He believed 
that quoting was padding and that it was sufficient merely to refer to a proposi- 
tion by volume and page, if authority were needed. His style defied imitation. 
Mr. Justice Cardozo, himself a great judge and stylist, once remarked of 
Holmes’ style, “One almost writhes in despair at the futility, too painfully 
apparent, of imitation or approach.” 

As a lawyer Holmes was both sound and profound. He was a great legal 
historian as is evidenced by his Common Law and his articles on Equity and 
Agency. At the same time, however, he was always aware of the shortcomings 
of legal history and its worth in solving contemporary problems. He was aware 
too, as no other jurist of his time, of the pitfalls of maxims and formulas in the 
law. He believed that they retarded analysis and sound legal thinking. 

While making use of the logical method, he said, “The life of the law has

not been logic; it has been experience.” Behind the logical form is a judgment 
of the relative worth and importance of conflicting legislative grounds and social 
advantage. He saw clearly the importance of the social sciences and of economics 
for the lawyer of the future. As early as 1897 he said, “For the rational study 
of the law the black-letter man may be the man of the present, but the man of 
the future is the man of statistics and the master of economics.” 

The Holmes-Pollock letters convince one that Holmes was a classical scholar 
of repute. He read Greek, Latin, Spanish and Italian. He was versed in French 
and German literature and read widely in both languages besides his own. From 
youth until old age he was insatiably interested in philosophy. His interest in 
this subject influenced his attitude towards life profoundly. 

As the editor of these letters, Mr. Howe says in his Introduction, “had 
Holmes and Pollock been neighbors in fact as well as in thought,” we would 
today be without the present biography of an era. The Holmes-Pollock letters, 
therefore, are an important strand in the intellectual history of the past 
sixty years. 

The friendship between Holmes and Pollock began in 1874 and continued 
for sixty-one years. The present correspondence covers a period of fifty-eight 
years. During this time there were about a dozen visits of Holmes to England 
or of Pollock to the United States. It was between these intervals that the 
exchange of letters was more frequent. In the beginning, quite naturally, 
the letters of both were concerned primarily with matters of legal interest. 


As the years passed they became running commentaries on life and the 
humanities. Although the legal theme was never absent, in later years it was 
given less attention. Pollock frequently commented upon the events of the 
time; Holmes but seldom. Neither wrote about religion. Throughout the entire 
correspondence, however, there is enough of the personal or anecdotal to assure 


one that it is a series of letters and not essays. 

Both writers had a touch of mysticism in their make-up. Pollock’s interests 
were encyclopaedic; and his scholarship broad and exact. Holmes, because of 
his judicial duties, had less time for interests outside his chosen field. His 
scholarship, although not as encompassing as Pollock’s, was perhaps riper. Both 
were masters of the law and wrote about it with the ease of newspapermen. 
Holmes’ approach was that of the judge; Pollock’s approach was that of a 
world-student. Holmes writes in one of his letters, “you are happy in being able 
to afford time to philosophy. I have to make my living by my profession and 
therefore have been compelled to approach philosophy indirectly through the 
door of a specialty.” 

It is Holmes’ letters, however, which are more absorbing. They are sensi- 
tive, racy, and pungent. In 1929, upon the death of his wife he wrote: “For 
sixty years she made life poetry for me.” 

Montesquieu once said, “Everything interests me, everything excites my 
wonder.” This also was true of Justice Holmes. One cannot read the Holmes- 
Pollock letters without being impressed with the diversity and the extraordinary 
amount of reading which these two men did. Holmes was endlessly curious and 
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singularly open to new ideas. He sought books which would leave a scar on his 
mind. One is also impressed with the youthfulness of both writers and particu- 
larly of Holmes. At the age of 43 Holmes confessed, “I think that I have found 
life as vivid as most people and have had my share so far of action and passion.” 
At 81, he said, “I wonder if I am witnessing the approaching of the end? .. . 
Don’t care much, but I will enjoy life, and I am very willing for it to keep on.” 

In these volumes there are hundreds of facets of literary or legal interest. 
There are references and estimates of the leaders in law and letters; comments 
upon the reception and notice of each writer’s books and articles. In one letter 
Pollock says only a little of Pollock and Maitland’s History of English Law 
is his writing: the Introduction and about two chapters. Holmes sent many of 
his important opinions to Pollock during the course of years and the latter in 
replying commented on them. Pollock argued with Holmes about his ideas 
underlying the theory of Contract. Holmes, in reply to an inquiry from Pollock 
about his attitude towards the “historical school,” said that he didn’t believe 
most judges knew or cared “a sixpence for any school.” In 1911, Holmes wrote 
of Wigmore and Pound as “the two best men that I know of, of the generation or 
half generation after us in this country.” Of Henry Adams, Holmes wrote in 
1919, “He had two sides. He had distinction, great ability, and great kindness. 
When I happened to fall in with him on the street he could be delightful, but 
when I called at his house and he was posing to himself as the old cardinal 
he would turn everything to dust and ashes.” Writing of his friend, William 


James, and his philosophy, Holmes says, “I don’t think he is as strong in 
dialectics as he is in vivid presentation and enumeration.” And later, on pragma- 
tism, he says, “I think” it “an amusing humbug like most of William James’ 
speculations, as distinguished from his admirable and well-written Irish per- 


ceptions of life.” 

Holmes thought a great deal of Harold Laski; Pollock didn’t share the 
same enthusiasm for him. After Holmes’ decision in the Northern Securities Case 
he writes of Theodore Roosevelt, the latter “looked on my dissent ... as a 
political departure . . . and couldn’t forgive anyone who stood in his way... . 
If he had not been restrained by his friends, I am told that he would have made 
a fool of himself and would have excluded me from the White House... . I 
never cared a damn whether I went there or not. He was very likeable, a big 
figure, a rather ordinary intellect, with extraordinary gifts, a shrewd and I think 
pretty unscrupulous politician. He played all his cards.” 

There are hundreds of comments about men and books. To mention a few 
is to recall the names of the great and the near great of the past: Aristotle, 
Aeschylus, Jane Austen, Dante, Dickens, Bryce, Balfour, Bergson, Beveridge, 
Dicey, Ehrlich, Hegel, Hobbes, MacDonald, Maine, Maitland, Charles Norton, 
Poincaré, Proust, Rousseau, Salmond, Selden, Spengler, Spinoza, Taft, Tolstoy, 
Twain, Whitehead, and Wilson. 

Here, too, is a more complete picture than has yet appeared of Holmes the 
great human figure and further evidence of his economic and political views. 
On one occasion he complains to Pollock: “It makes one sick when he has 
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broken his heart in trying to make every word living and real to see a lot of 
duffers, generally I think not even lawyers, talking with the sanctity of print 
in a way that at once discloses to the knowing eye that literally they don’t know 
anything about it . . . at a moment of ostensible triumph I have been for the 
most part in a desert.’’ He said his sole aim in life had been “to make a few 
competents like you say that I had hit the ut de poitrine in my line.” 

One most uncommon fact disclosed in these letters is Holmes’ zest for books 
which he found boring and distasteful merely because he felt if he did not read 
them he might miss something worth while about life. Time and again Holmes 
expresses his disagreement with certain authors but at the same time read their 
works in the hope that he might discover some new point of view. 

Holmes believed that the luxuries of the few were a mere “drop in the 
bucket” and that the Sherman Act was ‘‘a humbug based on economic ignorance 


and incompetence.” But he knew that his own views were personal and noi 


cosmic. For this reason he was not disposed to make them the criterion of social 
progress. This scepticism, which is underlying in his judicial decisions, he 


epitomizes in one of his letters to Pollock, “I am so skeptical as to our knowledge 
about the goodness and badness of laws that I have no practical criticism except 
what the crowd wants. Personally I bet that the crowd, if it knew more, wouldn't 
want what it does—but that is immaterial.” 

As Mr. Howe states in his Preface these volumes are “An Autobiography 
of a Friendship; the Biography of An Era.” Aside from their contribution to 
law and literary criticism, they are a contribution to bibliography. The law 
librarian can justify their purchase for the latter alone.
